Swahili is technically known as Kiswahili bythe 
people who speak it. It is the tongue spoken 
with variations by millions of people in Africa. 


It is now the official language of the United Re-_ 


public of Tanzania, Kenya, and widely used in 
Uganda. Like all previous lessons, this one is 
also independent, You can start with any les- 
son and learn something of the language. 

Here is a simplified key to help you pronounce 
the vowels in the words: e is somewhere be- 
tween the e of better and the ay of day; u_ is 
like the oo in moon; i is like the ee in meet; 
a is like the a in father; and o is like the aw 
insaw. 

As you need them, we will explain the con- 
sonants, However, dh is a combination like 
the th in them. Q and X are not used in Kis- 
wahili. C is not found alone but only in the 
combination GH which is pronounced like the 
Ch in Church or China. §h is like the Sh in 
Shin. Ng is like the ng in finger and Ng’ is 
like the ng in sing. 

Fortunately for you, Kiswahili is not a tonal 
language. Chinese is such a language. And the 
change in pitch does change the meaning of 
some Chinese words. For example, the word for 
sell in Chinese is pronounced the sam way as 
the word for buy - but the tone is different. 

Now for the stress: In general, the next to 
the last syllable of a Kiswahili word or phrase 
receives a stress, which consists of a slight in- 
crease in loudness. Usually, with some increase 
also in length.
